Chicago, Dec. 13 (By A. P.).——From 
the Aleutians to the Alleghenies winter 
clamped its bitter grip today, accompa- 
nied by zero weather and heavy snow.

According to legend, the Glastonbury 
thorn owes its origin to Joseph of 
Arimathea, the rich man of Jerusalem,

body of Christ. At Glastonbury, Eng- 
land, where Joseph is said to have 
journeyed as a preacher of the new 
faith, he plunged his staff into the 
ground. The story says it budded and 
blossomed, and has since been known 
as the holy thorn of Glastonbury. When 
the Prince of Wales visited Washington 
in 1919, he was given a blossom of the 
thorn in a silver box as an emblem of 
good luck.

San Juan, Porto Rico, Dec. 13 (By A. 
P.)— Vincente Balbas, who, in 1917, led 
a fight on the island against acceptance 
by Porto Ricans of American citizen- 
ship, died today after a long lillness. 

Although Porto Rican born, Balbas 
was considered always strongly pro- 
Spanish, and, after 1898, at times vio- 
lently anti-American. He headed a 
group of 288 men who rejected Ameri- 
can citizenship in 1917. In earlier days 
he was noted both as an editor and a 
swordsman and was credited with sev-

Grief Partly Responsible for 
Passing of Former Joliet 
Official, Is View. 


Chicago, Dec. 13 (By A. P.).—John L. 
Whitman, former warden of the Illinols 
State penitentiary, where he establighed 
the honor farm. died today in a hos- 
ital. 


Mr. Whitman, who had been ill of 
heart trouble for several weeks, and with 
congestion of the lungs, gained a na- 
tional reputation because of his belief 
in prison reform and innovations in the 
care of prisoners. 

Physicians said grief over his forced 
resignation as warden of Joliet peniten- 
tiary several months ago was a con- 
tributing factor in his death. His resig- 
national was demanded by a grand jury 
which investigated a prison break last 
May in which seven prisoners escaped 
after killing a deputy warden. The grand 
jury maintained that some of his re- 
form methods were impracticable. 

In 1924 he was offered an appoint- 
ment as warden of the Federal peniten- 
tlary at Atlanta, Ga., but he main- 
tained that his work at Joliet was too 
important for him to leave.

“We are now drawing to the close of 
a long case, and for myself and for gov- 
ernment counsel I can express my joy 
that our duty—and it has been a heavy 
and burdensome one—comes now to a 
close. It is with a sense of great relief 
that the government counsel can now 
hand to you gentlemen the responsibil- 
ity—and it is a heavy one—of deciding 
this case.

Meaning of Conspiracy Defined. 


| “The defendants are charged then 
'with a conspiracy to defraud the United 
States. That word ‘conspiracy,’ gen- 
/tlemen, implies wrong, not* right. Men 
may make an agreement to do a thing 
| that is right. They may combine to 
do a thing which is right. We do not 
call that a conspiracy. Where they 
make an agreement for a wrongful 
| purpose, with a wrongful intent, from 
an improper and corrupt motive, there 
and there only we lay the term con- 
spiracy to the thing that is done. It 
must be with a criminal intent; it 
/ must be with an actuel dishonest in- 
'tent to do the thing charged, and for 
'the purpose charged. 
| “If the defendants did conspire, if 
you do find that they conspired as 
charged in this indictment, then it fol- 
lows that they became participants in 
an improper and fradulent scheme, and, 
being such participants in an improper 
,and fradulent scheme, then whatéver 
either of them did to forward that 
scheme, whatever either of them did in 
the course of that scheme, binds the 
other, whether the other knew of it or 
not; whether the other desired that 
particular item or thing done or not.

| Expressed Words Not Necessary. 


“Of course, I do not mean to say 
to you gentlemen that a conspiracy 
does not have to be proved by express 
words. There is no burden on the gov- 
ernment to bring a witness here to say 
to you that at a certain hour on a cer- 
tain day in a certain place he heard 
one say to the other, ‘We do now 
hereby agree thus and so.’ If such 
burden of proof were required, it would 
be almost, as you can see, impossible 
to prove a conspiracy. But, the heart 
of a conspiracy is the common pur- 
pose of two men to bring about the 
object; 
That is the essence of a conspiracy. Of 
course, it may be proved by acts and 
circumstances, and nearly always is. 


Often, in your daily life and in mine we) 


see men acting in a certain way; two 
or three or four of them. We have no 
doubt what the purpose is. 
no doubt that they have e common 
understanding, and we act and we de- 
cide on the basis of our 
formed that from their actions with re- 
gard to certain thing, they are for- 
| warding a common purpose; they are 
| pursulng a common object. 

“Of course, it is not. required 
the government produce to you here a 
‘witness who shall swear that either by 
sight or by hearing or by any other 
sense he ferreted out a conspiracy in 
that sense. It is not 
'we bring a witness to say that the de-

More About 


“Let me say one more word about 

the proof in this case. I do not need 
ito say but a word about it, of course. 
i'The defendants come into this court 
‘clothed with the presumption of inno- 
cence. That is an American doctrine, 
that you do not prejudice a man; that 
ithe jury must hear the evidence and 
that when it starts to hear the evi- 
‘dence and while it hears the evidence 
it keeps in its mind always the pre- 
sumption that it lies upon the gov- 
ernment to prove whet it says that the 
‘men are guily of, and to prove it be- 
yond a reasonable doubt. 
' “Now, gentlemen, a word more about 
this law of conspiracy—what I care to 
say about it, and I will ‘be done. It is 
no sufficient, under the statutes of 
the United States to prove merely that 
there has been a conspiracy: The gov- 
ernmen must in its indictment allege, 
and it must prove one or more of what 
the laws calls ‘overt acts,’ actual pieces 
of conduct, which are calculated to 
capable of and done with the purpose 
of carrying forward the conspiracy 
Those acts may be words, they may be 
letters written, they may be things 
given, they may be contracts signed, 
and as we shall show in this case as we 
go forward if we do not see it now, 
there are simply myriads of overt acts 
proved by the government in the 
eourse of the history of this transac- 
aeeTtie reason the law requires at least 
one overt act to be proved is this, that 
the law, in its mercy, says that if con- 
spirators abandon their purpose before 
they have done the thing, before they 
have acted at all, they are entitled to 
abandonment and go free, but that if 
they do an overt act, an open act, in 
pursuance of the conspiracy, then the 
time for repentance is passed, and the 
thing shall be prosecutable under the 
law. 

“Now in this case, the indictment 
avers a conspiracy to have existed from 
July 1, 1921, to December 11, 1922. It 
is not necessary, I take it, for the gov- 
ernment to prove just when the agree- 
ment was entered into, if in the period 
and before the subsequent overt acté, 
you are satisfied beyond a reasonable 
doubt that the plan or scheme or agree- 
ment was entered into by defendants 
for the purposes and objects which I 
have been discussing, and which are 
set forth in the indictment. 

“So much then for the ground work 
of the doctrine of conspiracy.

Divides Facts Into 3 Periods. 


“I want to discuss these facts, if I

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WAR WEAPONS. 


The adjutant general of the army recently 
has compiled revised statistics regarding bat- 
tle casualties of American military forces dur- 
ing the world war, from which it is possible 
to obtain a general idea of the comparative 
effectiveness of the various weapons used. Of 
every 100 soldiers wounded or killed, 62 re- 
ceived their wounds from gunshot. The next 
most effective weapon was gas, which ac- 
counted for 33 casualties out of every 100. 
Only 5 of each 100 wounds were caused by 
shell, only 11 of each 1,000 by air raid, and 
7 of each 1,000 by bayonet. 

In the entire American army approximately 
37.000 deaths occurred in battle and 13,000 
from wounds received in action. There were 
more than 193,000 cases of nonmortal wounds 
among over 182,000 individuals, of whom 18 
were wounded four times, 436 three times, and 
more than 10,000 twice. More than half the 
battle casualties occurred inthe Meuse-Argonne 
offensive, and slightly more than one-sixth in 
the Aisne-Marne offensive. 

Apparently the oldest form of weapon, de- 
scended from the swords and spears of an- 
tiquity, the bayonet, has become the least ef- 
fective of all offensive weapons, whereas gun- 
shot continues to be the chief cause of casual- 
ties. Gas, the newest of all weapons, seems 
to be only a bit more than half as effective as 
gunshot, with shells almost out of the running 
as far as their danger to the individual is con- 
cerned. 

It should be borne in mind that figures in- 
dicate what occurred eight years ago. So 
rapidly does the science of war develop that 
world war statistics would be of little value 
in accurately estimating the relative deadli- 
ness of war weapons. 

It is significant that Senator Borah yester- 
day obtained the consent of the Senate to re- 
turn the ‘‘poison gas treaty’ to his committee. 
Obviously the reason for recommitting the 
treaty is that it would be rejected if brought 
to a vote. More than two-thirds of the sena- 
tors doubtless feel that the United States 
would be merely concurring in a hypocritical 
act if it should ratify a treaty pretending to 
outlaw the use of gas in warfare. The use of 
gas by any belligerent would compel its antag- 
onist to retaliate by using the same weapon. 
An equally important fact to bear in mind, in 
view of the foregoing figures, is that ‘‘poison’”’ 
gas is less dreadful than guns. The sugges- 
tion that the use of gas is inhumane, while 
the use of shot and shell is humane, is arrant 
humbug. The Senate does well to shelve the 
poison gas treaty.

A STANDARD FLAG. 


Even in Washington one has only to con- 
duct a casual examination of flags flying from 
government and other buildings, and from flag- 
Staffs scattered throughout the city, to realize 
that the national emblem is of many sizes, 
proportions and hues. The fact that the blue 
in many cases has become black upon exposure 
frequently is not noticeable unless the weather- 
beaten flag is placed beside another for pur- 
poses of comparison. That the proportion be- 
tween length and width is not standard also 
is not apparent to the casual observer. Fre- 
quently a collection of flags of approximately 
the same over-all size will reveal an astonish- 
ing variety of sizes in the-fleld of blue. 
Stripes vary in color from pale pink to deep- 
est crimson, depending upon the length of 
time the emblem under consideration has been 
in service. 

The commission of fine arts, in cooperation 
with the bureau of standards, is undertaking 
a series of tests and studies looking forward 
to establishing a definite standard of color, 
size of flag and length and width of stripes. 
The object of the inquiry is to find a blue that 
stays blue and a red that has life, vigor and 
visibility, and to prevent variations in the size 
of the union, the length of the flag, and the 
width of the stripes. The standard when 
adopted will be insisted upon for all flags 
made for the government, at least, and by 
good example it is hoped the reform will ex- 
tend throughout the flag-making industry. 

The Stars and Stripes are in evidence more 
than any other article in the country. More 
than all else, they typify the republic. Setting 
of color and size standards is important and 
necessary work, and it is to be hoped that the 
fine arts commission will be able to announce 
soon the results of its inquiry. 


WORLD WAR DEBT COMMISSION. 


Secretary Mellon recommends that Congress 
do not extend the life of the world war debt 
because he considers its work 
practically completed. “I do not believe that 
its life neeq be extended,”’ he says. 

The debt commission was created by Con- 
gress February 9, 1922, for a period of three 
years. In 1925 its life was extended two years 
longer. Thus the life of the commission ter- 
minates February 9, 1937. | 

When the commission was created the 
United States held obligations or notes of for- 


eign countries aggregating some $10,102,000,- 


‘ 


000. Thirteen countries have agreed to a 
readjustment of their war debts to the amount 
of $9,811,000,000. Greece has not funded her 
debt, but has asked for further advances under 
credits heretofore established. 

The Secretary of the Treasury answers the 
assertions that the sums advanced foreign 
countries were subsidies, not loans. The debt 
commission held that they were loans. Until 
the war ended there was no intimation that 
they were subsidies. 

The work of the debt commission will go 
into history as one of the largest and most 
important international financial transactions 
ever consummated. 


REDUCTION OF PUBLIC DEBT. 


Now that the House Republican leaders have 
decided to sidetrack all proposed tax reduction 
bills, the way is clear for a substantial reduc- 
tion of the public debt in 1927, unless for po- 
litical reasons it may be decided to use a large 
slice of the surplus for farm relief legislation. 

Debt reduction is deemed by some public 
men to be the most important problem before 
the government. On August 31, 1919, the 
gross debt of the government was about $26,- 
500,000,000. On October 1, 1926, it was about 
$19,500,000,000. 

Reduction of the debt between June 30, 
1919, and October 1, 1926, amounted to about 
$6,300,000,000. Of this sum about $1,000,- 
000,000 represents a reduction in the cash 
balance of the Treasury. Public expenditures 
were reduced and the cash in the Treasury de- 
creased. The difference between the annual 
receipts and annual expenditures is the sur- 
plus, and the aggregate surpluses for seven 
vears, amounting to about $2,056,000,000, 
were devoted to reduction of the public debt. 

In 1919 Congress provided that a sinking 
fund, amounting to a certain percentage of the 
interest-bearing debt, should be laid aside and 
devoted to the reduction of the debt. This 
sinking fund accounts for about $1,750,000,000 
of the approximately $6,300,000,000 reduc- 
tion of the debt in seven years. Debt reduc- 
tion was further accomplished by payments of 
foreign war debts. 

Summarized, debt reduction in the last seven 
years has been from these sources: About 18 
per cent from decrease in the cash in the Treas- 
ury, about per cent from miscellaneous 
about 35 per cent from surpluses, 
about 30 per cent from the sinking fund and 
about 13% per cent from foreign debtors. 

Obviously a reduction of the public debt 
saves annual interest, which for the last fiscal 
year amounted to about $831,900,000. If the 
public debt of $19,500,000,000 is retired in 25 
years, the total interest will amount to approxi- 
mately $16,000,000,000. If the debt 
tired in 62 years, the total interest 
more than $46,000,000,000. 

It would be good business for the country 
to retire the public debt as soon as possible. 
The responsibility of debt reduction today 
rests with the present administration. Reduc- 
tion of debt and reduction of expenditures ap- 
pear to go hand in hand. Perhaps the Repub- 
lican leaders in the House realize the responsi- 
bility.

INTENSIVE VS. EXTENSIVE FARMING. 


In spite of the indisposition of the youth 
of the country to take up the cultivation of the 
soil as a means of livelihood and the gloomy 
predictions that the time will come when the 
drift from the farms will result in food short- 
age for the residents of the urban districts, 
the clouds have a silver lining. 

Soon after the town of Greeley, Colo., was 
established that section of the Centennial 
State won front page space in all the news 
dispatches because in the matter of produc- 
tion of potatoes Greeley became, for a time, 
the very center of the universe. Crops of 
500 and 600 bushels to the acre were record- 
ed, and Colorado was apparently destined to 
become the greatest potato producing State in 
the country. But that 600 bushels to the 
acre record has been cast in the shade by 
the result secured in California, where, ac- 
cording to information published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, a firm of potato 
growers obtained an average of 1,001 bushels 
from each of nine acres. The secret of this 
enormous yield appears to be found in the 
fact that plenty of seed was used in the 
planting, 40 bushels, in fact, as against the 
customary use of 10 to 15 bushels to the acre. 

The department also makes public the 


| news that Ira Marshall, of Ohio, through the 


use of intelligence and proper seed, accom- 
panied by skillful cultivation and adequate 
fertilizer during the past two years, has suc- 
ceeded in making a crop of 1,686 bushels of 
corn from ten acres. of land. Marshall 
holds the world’s record in this matter, and 
the department opines that it may’ never be 
equaled. But the California potato grower 
and the Ohio corn farmer seem to have proved 
the truth of the oft-repeated statemer:t that 
the great trouble with American agriculture 


is that the farms are altogether too large.

ing, the production of a thousand bushels of 
potatoes where a hundred bushels were pro- 
duced before, or 160 bushels of corn instead 
of 25 bushels from a given area, may solve 
the problem of feeding the world in spite of 
the abandonment of half the farms of the 
United States. 


HAITIAN PINEAPPLES. 


The next cry for farm relief may be expected 
to float across the Pacific from the Hawaiian 
islands. Pineapples are among the principal 
agricultural products of the former realm of 
Liliuokalani, and now Haiti, the black republic 
of the Caribbean, is in line to compete in the 
American market for the pineapple trade. 

Five or six years ago, after the United States 
undertook the control of Haitian affairs, a 
party of American capitalists, attracted by the 
agricultural possibilities presented, undertook 
the development of the natural resources of 
Hafti. 

They acquired a large tract of fertile land 
upon which they planted a thousand acres to 
pineapple sets. At the outset their returns 
were unsatisfactory and for a time it looked as 
though the venture would result in heavy loss. 
This unfavorable prospect arose from the fact 
that the matured fruit from the plantation 
failed to come up to the standard required, in 
that each “‘apple,’’ upon being cut open, ex- 
hibited a dark brown imperfection in its center 
which made it unmarketable in this country. 
But through careful experiments the cause was 
discovered and the fault has been overcome, 
as is demonstrated in the consignment of the 
fruit which has just reached Washington. The 
pineapples from Haiti which have been dis- 
tributed here are as fine specimens as were 
ever seen in the Capital, and are said to be 
equal in flavor to any ever shown from any 
country. 

Modern agricultural methods combined with 
American capital introduced in the republic 
will make of Haiti the garden spot of the 
Caribbean, if the political conditions can be 
stabilized. The republic has made wonderful 
strides toward prosperity and stability since 
the American occupation, and by the end of 
the decade during which that occupation wili 
continue there is every reason to believe that 
the inhabitants will learn the wisdom of peace 
as opposed to constant revolutions. That peace 
can be maintained by the Haitians themselves 
when. the marines are withdrawn can be well 
believed when one sees the organization of the 
gendarmerie, recruited, drilled and trained by 
the officers of the marine corps. 


PRONUNCIATION OF WORDS. 


There is in England an organization known 
as the Advisory Committee on Spoken Eng- 
lish, which includes its membership 
George Bernard Shaw, Sir Johnston Forbes- 
Robertson and the poet laureate. Robert 
Bridges. The function of the committee is 
to advise British broadcasters just how to 
pronounce the words they launch into the 
ether every night. Last Friday the commit- 
tee issued a batch of authorized pronuncia- 
tions, some of which, if adopted, will make 
commonly used words take unfamiliar 
sounds. 

The first syllable of the word “evolution,” 
for instance, must be pronounced to rhyme 
with the name of the noted chatelaine of the 
Garden of Eden, and the second syllable of 
‘“‘centenary’’ must be rhymed with the well- 
known product which Boston bakes. ‘“‘Missile,”’ 
if properly pronounced, will carry to the ear 
the same sensation as the word ‘“‘smile,”’ and 
the word ‘‘doctrinal’’ also must be used with a 
long ‘‘i.’’ ‘“‘Letters patent’’ is correct as usu- 
ally pronounced; ‘‘patent leather,’ however, 
always must be ‘“‘paytent leather.’ Finally, 
‘‘patriot’’ must rhyme with “hat,’’ not ‘‘hate.’’ 

There was an old school grammarian whose 
chief claim to fame was his militant crusad- 
ing for commonly used pronunciations and 
phrases. His textbooks contained the word 
“ain’t,’’ offered in good faith instead of both 
‘is not” and “are not,” justified in his rules 
because of common usage. Colloquialisms did 
not exist, for in the community in which they 
were common they were deemed to be correct 
English. The theory is interesting, and

Granted that it does not .presuppose a 
duty to éach generation to preserve so far as 
possible fine old words and phrases, which 
would of course be regrettable, it does follow 
an age-old privilege which the public holds 
sacred, to make its own language and pro- 
nunciations. Both words and the way in 
which they are given utterance may be in- 
fluenced and guided by bodies similar to the 
advisory committee, but pronunciations can 
not be dictated. 


THE ALASKA RAILROAD. 


The Interior Department appropriation bill 
provides for a reduction of $300,000 in the 
appropriation for the Alaska railroad. This 
government venture has had a deficit evegy 
year since it was built, but the deficit is be- 
ing reduced each year. 

According to official figures the govern- 
ment has sunk in the road and equipment 
abdBut $53,932,000. Including operating costs 
the government investment is $62,200,000. 

Freight and passenger traffic has been in- 
creasing. Tourists are just beginning to dis- 
cover Alaska, it is said, and the railroad is 
affording better facilities. 

From all the evidence obtainable by the 
appropriation committee of the House the 
Alaska railroad is operated economically and 
on a business basis. The road has .been ‘in 
operation for some ten years, and has opened 
up a territory once thought to be a barren 
waste. It is too much to expect a railroad 
built into an undeveloped and sparsely settled 
territory to pay from the start. However, in 
the opinion of experts, the government’s in- 
vestments have been worth while, and in time 
will prove profitable.

RECKLESS EXPERT DRIVING. 

We are grateful to Motor Life, which 
published, and to the Literary Digest, 
which quoted, an article by Frederick 
S. Russell on poor automobile driving ° 
by experts, including factoty represent- 
atives and salesmen, comments ‘the 
South Bend Tribune.

right to remain forever good and right.

Neither the theories of material 
science, the blind hopes of superficial 
religion, nor the forgetfulness of sen- 
sualism will suffice by way of a solu- 
tion of this problem.

Says Doheny Wanted a Refinery. 


“Now, what is the plan? What is it 
all about? Why, it is the plan that has 
been in mind all the time. Doheny 
says: ‘I want a refinery. I want a 
pipe line. I want to be as big as any 
of them in California, but you can not 
do that unless you have oil territory.’ 
Mr. Doheny explained to the Senate 
that the way to make money on oil is 
this: If your oil comes. out of the 
ground and you have to sell it at the 
mouth of the well at a dollar a barrel, 
you make whatever profit there is 
Suppose the price is $1.50, and it cost 
you $1, you get 50 cents a barrel profit. 
But, the way to do is to get it out first, 
and then have a pipe line down to the 
seacoast and take a profit on sending 
it through the pipe line, and then have 
a refinery and refine and put the re- 
finer’s profit on that, and then sell it 
to the consumer at the gasoline station 
and take the additional nrofit. 

“Mr. Doheny makes it perfectly clear 
that his idea of a profit of $1 a barrel 
on that oil included these four opera- 
tions, all of which he wanted to con- 
trol. He was short on that. What oil 
he produced he had to sell at the 
mouth of the well and take a small 
profit, which some other fellow making 
these profits did not lose. You can 
see how valuable it was to him to get 
proved oil territory of a vast extent, 
and then it would pay him to build 
his refinery, pay him to build his pipe 
line, and then he would be all set. 
That is what the plan was.”

TRIANGLE TRAFFIC 
PROBLEM STUDIED

this northern boundary of the Mall. 
Loops within and without the triangle 
were also mentioned. 

These plans are the conferees’ first 
steps toward arrangement for the 
transportation of 20,000 Federal em- 
ployes who will work in eight new 
structures in the triangle, during the 
rush hours, to and from their duties. 
Widened intersecting streets, possible 
creation of new streets, parking plots 
and parking space in the basements of 
all the new buildings such as is con- 
templated for the gigantic cominerce 
structure, is now regarded. as mcans 
of caring for 4,000 automobiles, the 
estimated number of cars owned by 
employes who will work in this locality. 
Arcades between various structures 
were also mentioned as aids in reliev- 
ing the heavy congestion. 

The initial conference was hastened 
by the public buildings commission's 
latest decision regarding government 
acquisition of all land south of Penn- 
sylvania avenue, between Fifteenth, 
Third and B streets location of eight 
large structures in this space and open- 
ing of preliminary negotiations dealing 
with street car service for the territory. 

Conferees explained, following their 
discussion, that the situation was ren- 
dered doubly serious by the fact that 
this triangular-shaped site for future 
government and District activities was 
not more or less isolated from but 
directly adjacent to congested business 
districts and abutting one of the im- 
portant thoroughfares of the city. 

At 9 o’clock in the morning and 
4:30 o'clock in the afternoon, “‘peak 
hours” for pedestrian, motor and street 
railway fraffic, this triangle, barely a 
half-mile square, will be crowded with- 
in and without by crowds of workers 
afoot or in cars. The contemplated ex- 
pansion of the Department of Agricul- 
ture south of the Mall will complicate 
the traffic situation in this neighbor- 
hood, and it will be rendered more 
complex by the steady, heavy traffic 
along Pennsylvania avenue to the 
north. :

Amendment to Check Bar by 
Competitors to Be Con- 
sidered December 22. 


TEN CHANGES PROPOSE 


Amendments of the zoning regula- 
tions to prevent one business house 
frontage consents in first 
commercial territory, from keeping out 
competitors by withholding frontage 
consents in other cases, will be de- 
bated at a public hearing before the 
zoning commission in the District 
building December 22. The text of the 
proposed amendment follows: 

“In computing the area of consents 
required under this regulation, so much 
of the area of all property shall be 
counted as consenting which is already 
used for a purpose which, by the terms 


of this section, requires, as a condition 
precedent to a permit for such use, the 
written consents of 75 per cent of the 
property within 200 feet, or two-thirds 


of the property within 90 feet, as the) 


case might be. 

The proposed changes in zoning are 
also scheduled to be discussed at the 
same hearing, as follows:

All of the committee members, in- 
cluding Representative Gibson, of Ver- 
mont, chairman, made it plan that

Mr. Houston said the thought oc- 
curred to him that with this being a 
city largely of government employes, 
the government by which they are em- 
ployed should now be turned over to 
them.

Forefather'’s Theory. 


“Just a little commentary on the 
direction in which our government is 
going,” explained Mr. Houston. 

Mr. Rathbone declared that the mov- 
ing influence behind the forefathers in 
setting up the District was to prevent 
State jealousies over the question of 
which should have the Capital. They 
never foresaw a city of 500,000 popula- 
tion, he said. In this connection there 
is a thought in Congress that many 
people have no business being here— 
that they tend to commercialize the 
city. 

There was never any thought on the 
part of the forefathers to deny any 
American suffrage, declared Mr. Rath- 
bone.. While Mr. Rathbone is spon- 
sored by the group working for na- 
tional suffrage, he gave the impression 
that he did not care how far the Con- 
gress went. He would not commit him- 
self definitely on this question, how- 
ever, the efforts of committee members 
to develop his thought meeting with 
the response? ‘“‘That’s for you gentle- 
men, working out this mattter, to say.” 

Grover W. Ayres, active in citizens’ 
association ranks, developed that it 
might not be playing fair with Mary- 
land to give the District suffrage. The 
State ceded the land for a purpose, he 
said, and a good way to bring about suf- 
frage would simply be to give the land 
with all the people who now happen to 
be in it, back to Maryanld.

90,000 ANSWERS ARE IN 


New York, Dec. 13 (By A. P.).—Fifty 
thousand answers to the questionnaire 
on religion treceived by the newspapers 
of the country which took part in the 
study last week, show that while Ameri- 
cans are religious, many of them ex- 
press their convictions through medli- 
ums other than the church, Charles 
Stelzle, director of the questionnaire, 
said tonight. 

It was pointed out that the answers 

Oo not represent a general ‘“cross-seCc- 
tion” of public opinion, but only the 
opinion of the church-going, newspa- 
per-reading public. 

While more than 150 newspapers, in 
40 States, printed the questionnaire 
last week, only half of them had re- 
ported today, and virtually none had 
finished its count. The questionnaire 
was drafted by 100 clergymen in con- 
nection with the campaign on religion 
conducted by the church advertising 
department of the International Adver- 
tising association. 

Seven out of ten of those who have 
replied to date report that they are 
active church members. Nearly eight 
out of ten say that they would not 
be willing to have their families grow 
up in a community in which there is 
no church. 

The questions, with tabulations 
percentage) of answers thus far 
ceived, are as follows:

Draft of Roosevelt’s First 
Proclamation as Presi- 
dent Preserved. 


Buffalo, N. ¥Y., Dec. 13 (By A. P.).—The 
stirring tale of the assassination of 
President William McKinley and the 
inauguration of President Theodore 
Roosevelt is unfolded through a collec- 
iion of newspaper clippings, photo- 
graphs, records and notes hidden away 
in a big, leather-covered scrap book in 
the stately old home here of Ansley 
Wilcox. 


Mr. Wilcox plans to turn the collec- 
110n over some day to a museum or 
historical society, in order that the true 
story of almost every interesting inci- 
dent of those exciting days may be pre- 
served. Some articles have been pains- 
takingly edited by Mr. Wilcox, who 
witnessed most of the events described. 


Roosevelt’s Message Draft. 


Few persons have seen the old vol- 
ume as it is seldom brought forth from 
its hidding place in the home where 
Roosevelt, as Mr. Wilcox’s guest, was 
inaugurated President, and where he 
held his first cabinet meeting. 

Perhaps the most valuable document 
in the collection consists of three sheets 
of ordinary yellow paper on which 
President Roosevelt scribbled the draft 
of his first proclamation as President 
on Septmeber.14, 1901. 

In a rough and jagged hand it be- 
gins: 

“A great and terrible bereavement 
has befallen our people. The President 
of the United States has been stricken 
down (here several lines are written— 
then scratched out), a crime commit- 
ted not only against our chief execu- 
tive, but against every law-abiding 
and liberty-loving citizen of our Nna- 
tion &s @ 9? 


Had Just Taken Oath. 


A short time before Roosevelt began 
to write this proclamation he had 
taken the oath of office in the library 
of the Wilcox home, in the presence of 
members of the McKinley cabinet and 
a few other persons. The yellow paper 
was thrown into a scrap basket, but 
someone thought of salvaging it and 
now Mr. Wilcox is proud to possess it. 

Other mementos of those days in- 
clude the coat that Roosevelt borrowed 
from Mr. Wilcox for his inauguration, 
which has been given to the Buffalo 
Historical society. The hat loaned by 
John Scatcherd, chairman of the exe- 
cutive committee of the Pan-American 
exposition, is in the custody of the 
Roosevelt Memorial association, in New 
York city.

On the jacket of his memoirs, “Foot- 
lights and Spotlights,” Otis Skinner is 
depicted in the costume of the swash- 
buckling Bridau, as gallant a soldier as 
ever followed the fortunes of “The 
Little Corporal”’—a dashing figure of 
the boulevards, tall hat rakishiy tip- 
ped over his ear, frock coat frayed, but 
fitting, boots dusty, gloves worn to the 
finger tips, cane thrust through arm- 
pit in the nonchalant manner of a man 
who cares not one iota what betides. A 
devil-may-care fellow is Col. Philippe 
Bridau. 

Like the coat of its central character. 
the adoption of the original French 
play by Paul M. Potter is a bit be- 
draggled—-when compared with ultra- 
modern drama and all its works. That 
is to say, the old piece runs true to the 
form of nineteenth century drama- 


turgy and away from latter day theater 
fashions that hie far from the melo- 
dramatic mechanism of an _ earlier 
period. Nonetheless, in the hands of 
Otis Skinner and a goodly company in 
support, the return to another day of 
theater is well met. In fact, the jour- 
ney back should be made every once in 
a while. 

In the house of his uncle, a dodder- 
ing old fool, Col. Bridau finds en- 
sconced a young damosel who has de- 
signs on the old gentleman's money-— 
and a young fellow on the side. It

LIBERAL LEADERSHIP 


Lord Grey Attacks Him but 
Denies There Is Move for 
New Party Head. 


London, Dec. 13 (By A. P.).—-A new 
ban against Lloyd George was pro- 
nounced by Viscount Grey tonight,- 
addressing 300 Asquithian liberals at 
a dinner in honor of Vivian Phillips, 
the chief Asquithian organizer. There 
was no move made, however, toward 
new leadership. Lord Grey had been 
mentioned as likely to succeed the 
Earl of Oxford and Asquith as the 
leader of that section of the liberal 
party, but an appeal had been made 
by prominent liberals against embar- 
rassing the party by undue emphasis 
on the dissensions within the ranks. 

Hence, Lord Grey at the outset de- 
nied there was any question of new 
leadership, but neither her nor Mr. 
Phillips took the slightest care to con- 
ceal their impatience with Lloyd 
George and his colleagues. 

It was impossible, said Lord Grey, 
to pass a sponge over past differences; 
it was equally impossible to keep step 
with Lloyd George, and it was un- 
wholesome and altogether unprecedent- 
ed that one man in the party should 
be in sole control of an enormous fund 
for his own political purposes. |

Dr. Algernon B. Jackson, head of 
the Howard university department of 
public health, issued a call yesterday 
to colored residents of this city and 
of the nation to assist in the fight to 
stamp out tuberculosis by purchase of 
Christmas seals.

TAR Jimmy: I'm thinking of fra- 

grant flowers today—-such un- 

speakably cold, gloomy weather al- 
ways makes me do that because it’s 
such a contrast, I suppose. And an- 
other reason is the deep, yellow bow! on 
the window ledge beside my desk, where 
the sharp little points of a dozen lily- 
of-the-valley shoots are turning from 
a faint pinkish tone to a cool, pale 
green. In three-or four weeks they will 
have changed to rich, upstanding leaves 
as long as my hand, each pair with 
its flower stalk strung with tiny white 
bells whose fragrance will fill all this 
corner of the room. By the time they 
have started to wither another batch 
will be ready to take their place, for I 
plant a fresh bowlful every week in or- 
der to keep up a flower procession all 


It’s surprisingly simple, this growing 
of “valleys” in the house—simple and 
gratifyingly effective from the stand- 
point of decorating a room. All you 
need is several rather deep bowls eight 
inches or so in diameter and of what- 
ever color you prefer, a supply of the 


is sold for such purposes by the better 
garden supply houses, and some of the 
cold storage “pips”—individual rooted 
plants of lily of the valley, each with 
a single dormant “eye” or bud which 
will produce both foliage and flowers 
when given favorable conditions. 

In planting, the fiber is first soaked 
in water and then squeezed out by 
hand to remove excess moisture. Then 
the roots of the pips are clipped off 
to half their length and set about an 
inch apart, firmly packed in the fiber 
so that just the tips of the buds show 
above it. Nothing remains except to 
keep the bowl in a fairly warm and 
light room, add water from time to 
time so as to keep the fiber damp, and 
walt for results. 

There's all there is to one of the 
best bowl gardens you could have, 
Jimmy.. There are other kinds I will 
tell you about some day when I have 
more time. Meanwhile, my usual re- 
gards to both of you. GARDNER.
